A Department of Jastice. 

Whatever diversity of opinion there 
may beon the merits of the particular 
bill now pending in Congress to establish 
a Depdrtment of Justice, there can be no 
question that some reform in the law de- 
partment of the government is ur- 
gently demanded. The statistics devel- 
oped by the discussion of the bill in the 
House exhibit some startling figures, and 
show either a reckless extravagance in the 
employment of extra counsel, or a great 
deficiency in regular law officers. 

During the five years ending with the close 
of 1869 the government expended, in addi- 
tion to the ealaries paid to legal officers, the 
enormous sum of $738,208 66. At the time 
these figures were made up the outstanding 
liabilities of the Treasury Department in 
the matter of contracts and fecs to special 
counsel cof not be ascertained; but as 
such counsel had been retained in what 
are known as the sugar cases in Louisiana 
and the champagne and sherry cases in 
New York, and other revenue cases of a 
similar character, the committee appointed 
to investigate the matter estimated the 
amount at nearly $200,000. During the 
five years referred to the Government had, 
therefore, incurred an expense of a million 
of dollars in lawyers’ fees, besides the pay- 
ment of regular ssiarices. From 1961 to 
1867 Mr. Wiitam M. Evarts was paid 
the sum of $47,545 86 for fees as special 
counsel. During one year he was paid 
over eleven thousand dollars by the State 
Department, and during another year he 
was paid over ten thousand dollars 
by the Treasury Department In the 
prosecution of Jouxn H. Sumnart 
the State Department employed Judge 
PreERREPORT at a very heavy expense. 
His fee was not stated by the committee, 
but it was understood to be so large that it 
attracted the attention and the comments 
of the committee, and this made it difii- 
cult to find out the exact amount. These

—some of which bear the names of suthors 
of the original worke—has, of late, so large- 
ly ipereased, that it bas become necessary to 
put a stop to such a system of swindling.’’ 
They say that these local traders io pictures 
get possession of original pictures by recoz- 
nized masters, aod then employ a number of 
broken down artists, or people without tal- 
emt, to copy them wholesale. These copics 
are foisted upon private purchasers as gen 
uine works, or are sold at auctions after be- 
ing well puffed by the speculators as “ works 
of the most celebrated masters of the Dassel- 
dorf echool."’ The monograme of well-krown 
artists are either boldly forged, “‘or a letter 
im the veme is altered, or the word ‘nach’ 
(after) is put before the name in such a way 
thet it gets hidden under the feme.’’ Some 
of the dealers also resort to forged receipts, 
aed even to letters bearing the signatures of 
artists whose pictures have been copied, and 
who are thus daringly made to atiest the gen- 
ulpeness of these spurious works.
